When Laura Secord stu¬ 
dents move from Queenston 
to St. Davids Public School at 
the end of the school year, 
the town wants the historic 
building to be preserved.

Christine Thompson told 
councillors the board is "very 
concerned” with the poten¬ 
tial heritage designation. 

"A heritage designation 
would mean additional time 
being spent on getting per¬ 
mits for demolition and cre¬ 
ate additional requirements 
for prospective purchasers 
and for construction,” she 

In her short presentation 
to council, she asked coun¬ 
cillors to not support the her¬ 
itage committee’s recom¬ 
mendation for designation.

Without inter-municipal 
transit, the Niagara region 
will have trouble growing at 
the same rate as other 
regions with a working tran¬ 
sit system.

Council has approved a 
$7.3 million capital budget 
which sets out which large- 
ticket items are priorities. 

By mid-March, they should 
also have a current budget 
before them that sets tax 
levies, and not until then will 
taxpayers know what to 
expect on this year’s tax bills, 
says finance director Scott 
Tipping. 

He would say, however, he 
believes it will be under the 


guidelines set out for staff, 
which set an upper 9.7 per¬ 
cent increase over last year, 
despite significant increases 
ofrecentyears and significant 
losses in provincial grant 
money. 

One of the most expensive 
items that councillors have 
discussed extensively is a 
project to improve Prideaux 
Street, with new street lights, 
buried wiring, sewer and 
watermain replacements and 
road reconstruction. 

Councillors have been 
struggling with the road 
reconstruction decision 


between urban curb-and- 
gutter design and a softer 
gravel shoulder that pre¬ 
serves a heritage look 

A recent survey of residents 
indicates about 90 per cent 
prefer curbs and gutters, and 
all want light standards and 
buried wiring—but they 
don’t want any tax increase to 
cover the cost, pegged at 
$1.25 million. 

Council still needs to 
decide on the road design, 
says Tipping, and also a fund¬ 
ing model—they chose not to 
accept any of the six options 
before them, sending town 


staff back to the drawing 

But approval of the capital 
budget in principle allows 
various departments to start 
putting out bids for work and 
the earlier in the season they 
do that, traditionally, the bet¬ 
ter the prices, says Tipping. 

Council also approved a 
$55,000 study of transit 
needs, and $10,000 for secu¬ 
rity upgrades to the town hall. 

Following a break-in to the 
Virgil administrative building 
the weekend of Jan. 22, police 
were called, fingerprints and 
photos taken,and witnesses 


interviewed. Staff was 
advised by police to install 
cameras inside and outside 
the building and to work with 
a security firm to prevent fur¬ 
ther incidents.

The capital budget also 
includes $50,000 for road 
construction on Concession 
4 from Line 1 to Line 2, and 
resurfacing Concession 2 
from East and West Line to 
Line 2 at a cost of $24,200.

No more blue boxes at post office

Donald Combe wonders 
when he might see a “recy¬ 
cling guard” at the post office. 

Canada Post policy that has 
eliminated blue boxes is 
resulting in unwanted circu¬ 
lars and flyers being dumped 
on the floor, and in garbage 
bins inside local post offices. 

On Queen Street, the 
town’s garbage bin on the 
sidewalk was also full of 
unwanted mail. 


The post office has always 
been a place where locals 
passed some time each day, 
not only collecting mail but 

with neighbours and with 
counter staff, says Combe. 

"It was a pleasing part of 
the day for everyone." 

He first became distressed 
with Canada Post, as did oth¬ 
ers, when “one newcomer to 
town decided that dogs in the 
post office were both a threat 
and a health hazard," and all 
dogs were banned. 

Now, says Combe, “we are 
told to accept this unreason¬ 
able action of removing the 
recycling bins from the post 

Customers are told to take 
the contents of their post 
boxes home and sort the rub¬ 
bish there, using their own 
blue boxes to dispose of 
unwanted mail, as those with 
home delivery would. 


“I suspect this is logical 
and fits all the rules and 
guidelines. However, it does 
not fit the sensibilities that 
govern a community.” 

Tom Creech, communica¬ 
tions officer for Canada Post, 
says customers pay to have 
flyers delivered and don’t 
want to see their advertise¬ 
ments dumped in the bins. 

There is also the possibility 
of identity theft if personffi 
mail is left in the blue box in 

use the recycling boxes for 
other garbage. 

The policy change is in 
effect across the country. 

To say that that the ruling is 
insensitive is an understate¬ 
ment, says Combe, and indi¬ 
cates the federal agency is 
being less than responsible 
about recycling. 

“I note with some amuse¬ 
ment that many people have 
simply dumped the unwant¬ 


ed circulars and advertise¬ 
ments on the floor of the post 
office. Perhaps a guard will 
be needed to enforce these 
less than popular rules,” says 
Combe. 

But although the post 
office is encouraging cus¬ 
tomers to review their mail in 
the comfort of their own 
homes, “as an organization 
we certainly participate in 
recycling efforts,” says 

For those who don’t want 
to be bothered carting home 
unwanted mail, there is a 
Customer’s Choice alterna¬ 
tive—just tell your post office 
employee you don't want to 
receive unaddressed adver¬ 
tisements, Creech said. 

Combe has another sug¬ 
gestion—perhaps the town 
could put paper recycling 
containers on the sidewalk, 
as they have for plastics and 
cans, he said.

After attending another 
painful cycle of meetings 
with town officials and read¬ 


ing about the council s 
recent motion to hire a con¬ 
sultant for $55,000,1 simply 
cannot remain silent on 
these matters anymore. I can 
no longer sit idly by while 
our town’s money is being 
spent in frivolous ways for 
no good reason other then 
creating another pointless 
survey which no one is going 

In today’s economic cli¬ 
mate, how can such funds 
be so easily thrown away 
without properly vetting all 
options on the table? For 
instance, is the region not 
willing to facilitate the sur¬ 
vey at no charge? What 
about holding an open 
forum, town hall style meet¬ 
ing on the matter, or, better 
yet, why not invite depart¬ 
ments from Niagara College 
or Brock University to help 


options would be public, 
accountable, and affordable. 

To put this consultants fee 
into perspective, the town 
contributed $10,000 to the 
operation of phase 3 (5,000 
tickets) of the community 
shuttle program throughout 
2009. This fee therefore rep¬ 
resents over five times that 
amount, or almost five years 
of transportation subsidy for 
seniors and students. Think 
of what services could be 
nurtured with those funds. 

As some of you might 
remember, this is not the 
first time we have come face 
to face with needless munic¬ 
ipal overspending and faulty 
logic. I am again referring to 
the awarding of the 
'Heritage District Shuttle 
Contract’ for a three-year 


period to 5-0 Transport last 
year. We believe NCC was 
offering more for less, 
including a guarantee for 
local jobs, inter-municipal 
transport, and a natural gas 
alternative to diesel fuels. 
We also believe it was abun¬ 
dantly clear that the funda¬ 
mental process of competi¬ 
tion, the RFP, was inherently 

You can’t ask for new 
ideas, as the town did at the 
beginning of the process, 
and then say at the end that 
they are not welcome. This 
is what I call an unfair play¬ 
ing field. 

The greater question I 
think we need to be asking 
ourselves is the following - 
why is this still happening? 
Why did the town decide to 
spend more on a contract 
with 5-0 that offered no new 


ideas or ways to solve any of 
NOTL’s transport problems; 
and yet, now is wanting to 
spend another $55k to find 
those very solutions they 
were not open to hearing 

For instance, why was our 
idea to offer a complimenta¬ 
ry 'inter-municipal' link, 
which the region is now talk¬ 
ing so much about, totally 
deemed unwelcome? 

Is this because we didn’t 
call ourselves consultants 
and charge $50,000 for the 
ideas? 

So, I say to every member 
of this community: do we 
seriously want to allow this 
back room bullying and mis¬ 
handling of our tax dollars to 
continue? 

The last I looked, we live 
in a free society where new 
ideas and opinions should 


always be welcomed and 
never ridiculed or blatantly 
rejected because of who is 
making them. 

I think it’s time for some 
serious and clear minded 
change in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. I also think it’s time to 
seriously examine who is 
writing our cheques and 
where they are going. 

How many contracts over 
the past four years have left 
NOIL as compared to the 
previous period? 

Don’t pay a cent for this 
survey folks - you don’t 

Hear from the people 
directly and make a decision 
based on those meetings. 
That’s what we call direct 
democracy.

The key to being prepared 
for an emergency is a litde 
planning before you leave.

Here are a few issues you 
may wish to consider to pre¬ 
pare for a trip and while 

Always leave an itinerary 
with a family member. If 


your trip is booked through 
a travel agent list their name, 
telephone number and 
address. Photocopy travel 
documents and keep a copy 
in each travel case and one 
at home. It is hard to prove 
who you are with no identifi¬ 
cation. 

Check with the bank to 
see if the country you are 
travelling to offers ATMs. 
Most popular credit cards 
are widely accepted. Keep 
travellers cheques and a lit¬ 
tle cash in your pocket. 

Know where the Canadian 
consulates and embassies 
are in the country or coun¬ 
tries you are visiting. This 
can be vital in a national or 
personal emergency. 

Carry the first point of 


contact in case of emer¬ 
gency, including a name 
and telephone number. 

Check with the Public 
Health Agency of Canada or 
the World Health 
Organization for travel advi¬ 
sories and required vaccina¬ 
tions. Keep medications in 
original bottles clearly 
labelled. 

Are your affairs in order? 
Do you have a will or living 
will? 

Electronic devices do not 
work everywhere. Your cell 
phone may not have inter¬ 
national availability. A 
phone card may be the best 
option. 

If tragedy strikes at home 
do you want to be informed? 
It may be that your only way 


home quickly is to hire a pri¬ 
vate jet. 

If tragedy strikes at home, 
family members may not 
remember the married 
names of others or have tele¬ 
phone numbers. This is a 
good time to list pertinent 
information of others. 

Travelling alone? 

Consider leaving a note in 
your hotel room when off on 
an adventure. If something 
happens at least police have 
somewhere to start looking. 

Be mindful of your travel 
documents. You may be on 
vacation but others are not. 
Criminals can be lurking. 
Stay in reputable hotels. 

A little planning may not 
solve all your travel prob¬ 
lems but it might help if an 


emergency occurs. 

Travel agents registered 
with Travel Industry Council 
of Ontario (TICO) follow 
laws and regulations of the 
Ontario government. The 
TICO monitors the travel 
industry and can provide 
refunds for closures or bank¬ 
ruptcies. They can also 
bring you home if stranded. 

If you practice conserva¬ 
tion at home, do so away. In 
many countries electricity 
and water are a luxury.

It could be the beginning of the 
end—students started what may 
be the last semester at their com¬ 
munity high school Monday. 

But as they plan for the future, 
many remain hopeful they will fin¬ 
ish their high school education 
where it began. 

“We’re all hoping and praying 
for a miracle," says Grade 11 stu¬ 
dent Laura Ingram. 

That hasn’t stopped her and fel¬ 


low students from researching 
their options for the future. Open 
houses have been held, St.

Secord Secondary School in St. 
Catharines, although the majority 
of her friends are planning to go to 
A.N.Myer in the Falls or Governor 
Simcoe in St. Catharines. 

“I chose Secord because I can 
finish my arts diploma there, and 
they have a very good law course 
and a good guidance department 


to help me get into the university of 
my choice," she said. 

“I decided that the courses they 
offer and my future are more 
important factors than where my 
friends are going.”

There are 30 Haitian 
staff members of FIDA in 
communities where co-ops 
have been established— 
communities that are see¬ 
ing the “mass exodus” of 
homeless people from 
Port-au-Prince, she says. 

“It’s a matter of prepar¬ 
ing these communities. We 
are meeting with commu¬ 
nity leaders, asking about 
emerging problems, what 
they need, how we can 
best address short-term 
needs with relief kits, food, 
water and social assis¬ 
tance,” said Wall, who has a 
40-year history with 
Haiti—she went for the 
first time as a teenager 
with her father. 

Throwing goods out of 
airplanes or off the back of 
trucks just creates vio¬ 
lence, she says.

ICC is continuing to 
provide medical emer¬ 
gency care to anyone in 
need, and is committed to 
rebuilding the hospital 
that has provided care for 
the children of Haiti for 
the last 40 years. 

Through the hospital 
and other health care pro¬ 
grams that ICC runs in co¬ 
operation with the 
Ministry of Health, its staff 
has developed partner¬ 
ships with the ministry and 
agencies in Haiti that will 
enable it to continue to 
provide aid, said Froese. 

“We have local staff on 
the ground who are con¬ 


nected, who have a rela¬ 
tionship with the Ministry 
of Health.” 

The aid that is arriving 
continues to be held up, 
some of it still at the air¬ 
port, and then by a lack of 
co-ordination for distribu¬ 
tion, but ICC is purchasing 
food, medical supplies and 
other needs and then 
transporting them by road 


across the border into 
Haiti. 

But shipping one con¬ 
tainer of medicine comes 
at a cost of $10,000, so 
fundraising is ongoing to 
ship emergency supplies, 
says Froese.
